Voters are urged to mak 
his issue paramount to all other con- 
siderations on the election of State 
Legislatures, Congressmen and Presi- 
dent. 


It is recommended that a convention 


be held at some central point in both 
mining and agricultural States to per-

ST. JOSEPH Mo., Aug. j?.—My last 


bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
•waves to cross the continent from Au- 
gust 16tb to 20th and 22d to 26th. The 
next will reach the Pacific Coast about 
the 26th, cross the western mountains 
by the close of the 27tb, the great cen- 
tral valleys from the 28th to 30th and 
the Eastern States about the 31st. 


This disturbance will be of more 


than usual force and severe local 
storms m.»y be expected. As this is 
also an earthquake date it cannot be 
determined whether the force will find 
relief through a great earthquake in 
some earthquake country or a great 
storm, or be divided and cause moder- 
ate storms and moderate earthquakes. 


Tuts disturbance will be at its great- 


est within the six days August 23th to 
September 2J inclusive, probably on 
September 1st. If it reaches its climax 
ou that date its effects will be felt on 
the Pacific Coast and off the Atlantic 
Coast as the storm waves will be due 
on those meridians at that time. 


Very hi^h tides will oscur about 


these dates. Prof. Fdlb of Vienna has, 
if the papers report hii correctly, se- 
lected August 16th i:>r great tidal 
waves, I would have selected August 
29th to September 2J, probably Sep- 
tember 1st, as the date of dangerous 
tidal waves and I am of the opinion 
that the papers wrongly reported his 
dates.

THE PILOT CHABTS. 


These charts, published 
by 
the 


Weather Bureau of the United States 
Navy Department at Washington, are 
remarkable for the amount of valuable 
information they contain, and the com- 
mon sense theories upon which the 
contributors base their calculations. 


Tbe 
charts 
published 
monthly, 


show the conditions of the weather for 
the mouth past 
over 
the North 


Atlantic oceau, give the location of 
icebergs, togs, paths of tropical hurri- 
canes and other storms, locate the 
dangerous floating wrecks, magnetic 
meridians, trade wind^, etc., and give 
a forecast for tne mouth to come. 


This chart is valuable to those who 


would study the weather ou this con- 
tinent, and Congress should be very 
liberal in supporting the work. 


In the Augusf number of thia chart 


Lieutenant Commander Pillsbury has 
an article on the Gulf Stream that is 
worthy of a wider circulation. 


Note the fallowing quotation from
